TOKIO, July 28. (#)—The most recent religious statistics show 


that Christianity has failed to make important progress against. 


Buddhism and Shintoism in Japan. 

. The worship of Buddha is professed by 48,500,000 Japanese, 
approximately 94 per cent of all religious believers in the island 
empire. Christianity has made some headway but the number of 
Christians is estimated at only slightly more than 200,000. 


Shintoism, a form of ancestor¢such antagonistic propaganda that 
worship, has about 16, 000 ad- they viewed the 
herents. their faith 


All Japanese historians and pub- 
licists stress the debt that the na- 
tion owes to Buddhism. Without this 
religion in the éarly development of 
the empire, accompanied as it was 
by the superior civilization at that 
time of China, Korea and India, it 
is generally believed that Japan 
never would have attained the high 
degree of refinement and culture 
which amazed visitors from the 
western world when the doors of 
the country were thrown open to 
foreign intercourse. 


RICH ORGANIZATION 


At present there are 71,317 Bud- 
dhist temples in Japan, according to 
governmental statistics, in addition 
to 35,079 Buddhist chapels. 

There are about 141,000 Buddhist 
“priests associated with the temples 
in various capacities. The rich- 
ness of this organization can be 
surmised when it is known that 
these temple; own or have appro- 
priated about 50,000 acres of land.

The 
towering palms in the patio of the Pasadena 
Public Library were nursed through their 
first summer by lengths of hose which, like 
beneficent serpents, were assisted to ascend 
the trunks even to the lofty plumes of foli- 
age. From their nozzles, for so many hours 
a day, life-giving streams of water trickle 


wn. 

Another delightful instance of exceeding 
rapidity in attaining effects may be seen at 
Scripps College for Women at Claremont. 
“Scripps” is not yet completed. At the west 
end of the residence hall, the workmen are 
still busy; the paraphernalia of the cement 
worker is in evidence. From the lovely par- 
terre in front of the one completed building 
one looks across the campus-to-be to a low 
cement wall, some hundreds of yards distant 
and between the charming bit of garden and 
this wall is undisturbed gravel “wash.” None 
the less, because of the skilful work done 
by Edward Trout, the residence hall already 
has an air of serenity due to the lovely and 
harmonious color by which it is surrounded. 

Whoever is planting about a brand-new 
place, or whoever wishes a lovely effect in 
his garden in midsummer might profitably 
take notes at Scripps of the garden instead 
of the curriculum. 

Of course, there is permanent planting. 
Probably in November and December there 
will be more of this kind. On the terrace, 
at the front of the residence building are 
two jacaranda trees of fairly good size; 
cocos plumosus and cypress in the patio 
have been skilfully moved; wistaria is al- 
ready up to the arch of the doorway. On 
the east side of the building the newness 

—of the planting has been camouflaged by 
hollyhocks. On each side of tall young trees 
that otherwise would just now look rather 
spindling, has been set a clump of holly- 
hocks, now twelve or fifteen feet tall. The 
soil has been enriched so that they take no 

nourishment from the young tree, and the 
tall hollyhock stalks afford to the tree quite 
as satisfactory a screen from the sun as 
burlap would yield—and a much handsomer 
one. The result is, that just now, one no- 
tices the hollyhocks, not the tree. Against 
the walls oh north and east are also these 
fine hollyhocks, single-flowering ones, in 
shades of pale rose, deep crimson, and wine- 
color. There is very little scarlet. 

On the north, next the wall, and in front 
of the hollyhocks, has been planted berberis 
aquifolia, for winter beauty, and aquilega 
for early spring; but just now the lovely 
features are the hedge of pale yellow eve- 
ning primrose which separates the garden 
from the rough ground, and between that 
and the building, a wealth of salpiglossis, 
pale yellow, deep violet, wine-color, and 
many other shades, blending both with the 
primroses and the tall hollyhocks. 

At the east, various shrubs are planted, 
although that is another story—it is the 
annuals that take. the attention. -Tall holly- 
hocks camouflage the spindling trees, and 
there are great clumps of pale yellow coreop- 

sis, into which run masses of deep blue 


East side of residence building. he ping Coreop- 
sis and cornflowers are in the 


cornfiower, and in front of these, zinnias in 
abundance, but not in great variety. There 
are few scarlets, but rose-color, old rose, 
buff, orange, pale yellow—the rose-color pre- 


dominating. Here, also, are asters, evi- 


dently the tall branching sarts which will 
bloom later—and to judge from the buds, 
these are probably lavenders and rose-col- 
ored flowers again. 

In front of the terrace are several young 


’ gsyeamores (not a clump, but planted singly) 


where in years to come they will give shade 
and dignity. At present this space is treated 
as a parterre, and is rich with splendid

Rarely does one see petunias at their best. 
At exhibitions, posed on a table, the harsh- 
ness of the foliage is evident and the flower 
suffers from the angle at which it is seen, 
but here, under the faint shade of the young 
sycamores, these petunias are lovely. Deep 
claret, violet, variegated, are the blooms 
that spread out at one’s feet with the rich- 
ness of an Oriental tapestry, and the lavish- 
ness of the sand verbena in the springtime 
desert. Orange near these would have been 
terrible; but across the path there is another 
long stretch, narrower, of the soft dull blue 
of ageratum—another flower often mis- 
treated. I have seen it bordering a bed of 
cannas and most unhappy there. Beyond 
the ageratum is unimproved “wash.” The 
flowers inevitably make the observer con- 


centrate his attention on the foreground. 
It will be noticed by the amateur gar- 


dener that the zinnias are spaced so that it 
is possible to run a wheel hoe between the 
rows, that none of these plants requires 
great care, nor any great amount of water, 
nor, if grown from seed, any great expense. 
Perhaps we should except the petunias, 
which look like Richard Diener’s hybrids.

Have the conduct and motives of the 
lawyers of the nation, during the last 
twenty years, been such as to merit the 
approval of all just men? 

Before answering the question let us 


vigorous criti- 
cism not only of the legal profession but 
of our judicial system as a whole. 


In the court of public opinion the law- 


~-yers of the nation are confronted with 


this indictment: 


(1.) That they obstruct, rather than 
aid, the attainment of justice; — 

(2.) That they have converted their 
profession from one of public service to 
one of meney-making for the individuals 
engaged in it; 

(3.) That they have undermined the 
very foundation. of our. government by 
virtually creating one law for the rich 
man and another for the poor man; 

(4.) That they have created and 
countenanced .a legal system that - 
mits criminals fo prey, with. virtual 
punity, upon honest men; 

(5),. That they have replaced the ele- 


. mental principles of justice with a vast 


maze of technical rules of law that are 


based upon neither right nor reason. 


Here and now,'as the president of an 
organization of 28,000 American lawyers, 
I not only challenge the truth of the in- 
dictment, as applying to the profession

It is to such lawyers that Chief Justice 
Taft of the United States Supreme Court 
referred when he remarked that “a criti- 


cal Englishman, in referring. to politics, been active. Within a few hours both” 


has said that it is neither a science nor 
an art, but it is a dodge. There is an un- 


fortunate popular impression, justified - 


by certain men who practice at every 


bar, that such is the practive-of the law.” | 


There can be no greater danger to any 
nation than the loss of confidence by its 
citizens in the integrity and justice of 
the courts of the land. The very basis of 
our government is faith on the part of 
the majority of citizens that their rights, 
their lives and their liberty are protected 
by that government through just laws, 
justly administered. There undoubtedly 


are millions of persons who actually be- 


lieve that the possession of enough money 
to hire a battery of crafty and unscrupu- 
Jous lawyers will insure the freedom of 
any crook as well as the profits of any 
rascality. The continued growth of such 
a belief would gravely imperil the exist- 
ence of our form of government. 


The fact is that probably there never 
has been a time in the history of our na- 
tion when the lawyers of the country 
were rendering greater public service 
than they are today. Yet that fact is ob- 
scured, and often completely hidden, by 
the. disgraceful conduct of a very small 
proportion of the profession. 

We have lawyers who regard their cer- 
tificate of admission to the bar as a 
license to loot, rather than a license to 
aid in the administration of justice. 

On the other hand, for every lawyer 
of this kind we have dozens of clients 
who seek attorneys not for the purpose 
of obtaining justice, but to evade it. 

There are lawyers whose sole interest 
in their clients and their cases is money; 
men who, like an eminent practitioner of 
bygone days, “first charge a retainer, 


a 


ten have lawyers who obtain their 
clients through the service of “ambu- 
lance chasers” and similar gentry. A 
woman fallg in stepping from a street- 
car and sprains her ankle. Another is 
detained for five minutes in the office of 
a store where a gang of shoplifters has 


women have yielded to the suggestion of 
a kindly stranger that “the corporation 
ought to pay you big for what they did 


to you,” and have been escorted to the 
offices of Roe & Doe, eminent attorneys, 


who generously agree to take the case on 
a 50 per cent contingent fee basis, with- 
out retainer, and with the assurance that 
the ladies ought to collect $25,000 apiece, 
at: least. Incidentally, Roe -&-Doe have 
their “own” doctors, who will testify to 
any and all injuries, and particularly 

breakdowns resulting from 

We have, on the other hand, lawyers 
who “adjust” cases while an injured man 
is on his deathbed, and by the payment 
of a few hundred dollars secure the re- 
lease of their clients from legal and 
moral liability of many thousands. 


We have lawyers who are skilled and 
adept in the “skinning” of the estates 
of bankrupts and deceased persons, so 
that the creditors or the heirs often re- 
ceive less than the attorneys. I have in 
mind, for instance, the case of a man 
killed through the negligence of his em- 
ployer. A lawyer of the Roe & Doe type 
brought suit for the widow (a woman 
unable to read or speak English,) settled 
the case for $600 before trial, and se- 
cured an allowance of $300 from the pro- 
bate court. The widow received about 
$200, after payment of court costs. A 
reputable firm of attorneys could have 
obtatned at least for her—and just- 
ly so—but Roe & Doe reached her first. 


We have “political” lawyers, exceeding- 
ly active in ward politics, who reap their 
reward in appointments to receiverships 
and in the uniformly favorable deci- 


sions of certain magistrates, justices of 


the peace and police court judges. 


We have entirely “respectable” lawyers, 
who by resort to continuances, techni- 
cal trivialities, dilatory pleadings and 
unjustified appeals seek to tire their op- 
ponents’ clients, exhaust their resources 
and force unjust settlements. A survey 
made some years ago revealed that from 
one-third to one-half the time of our 
courts was consumed in the argument 
and decision of points of law involving 
not the real merits of the cases but 
mere technicalities of evidence and pro- 
cedure. 

In one Western State, for example, the 
conviction of a man charged with mur- 
der was set aside by the Supreme Court 
because the constitution provided that 


indictments should be worded to show 


that the crime was committed “against 
the peace and dignity of the State”—and 
in the indictment in this case the 


»“the” was: omitted! 


Undoubtedly such technicalities served 


‘@ useful and humane purpose a few hun- 


dred years ago, when the English law de-_ 
fined one hundred and sixty crimes pun- 
ishable by death. Now they serve all too. 
frequently only to delay justice; and 


“justice delayed is justice denied.” ... . 


I have perhaps overstressed the weak- 
ness of. the profession so that it . 
may be apparent that lawyers them- 
selves are aware of the justness of some 
of the criticism directed. at, our judicial... 

-On the other: hand, merely to mention 
all the great variety of worthy, neces-. 
sary, indispensable, honest, constructive 
services rendered to clients and to the 
community by the vast majority of the 
lawyers of the nation is utterly impos. 
sible within the limitations of allotted 


space. 

By their own definite code of ethics, 
and by the weight and force of public 
opinion and confidence; lawyers are held 
to a high standard of professional con- 
duct. They are entrusted with confi- 
dences the betrayal of which would bring 
ruin:to their clients: They are entrusted 
with the responsibility of deci- 
sive judgment in the affairs of their. 
clients. To-their judgment and integrity 
are entrusted men’s lives, men’s honor 
and men's property. And not once in a 
thousand cases is the trust : betrayed. : 
Honor, fidelity and integrity; these are 
the attributes, the proud possessions of 
the lawyers of the nation.

Barnaby Rudge had been under way 
for some time, before the author de- 
cided to include in it a literary photo- 
graph of his own bird. But by January, 
1841, his mind was made up. He would 
make the raven, which in life as well as 
in the book was named Grip, a promi- 

nent figure in Barnaby. 

Grip was himself responsible for the 
fame that thus came to him. Over a 
period of a year he had been develop- 
ing accomplishments of a nature that 
brought great mirth, delight and inter- 
est to the whole Dickens menage. His 
was just the silhouette that appealed to 
the author’s imagination, and so he 
earned inclusion in the story. 


Toward the close of February, Dickens 
wrote that -the story was taking great 
strides and expressed it as his opinion 

ihe that “Grip will be strong.” So it turned 
out to be. 

But in the midst of things 
suddenly developed. Returning from 
Brighton, where he had gone for a week 

_ Of quiet work, Dickens found Grip ailing. 

Topping, his groom, reported that the 
raven had lost all his customary mirth- 
fulness and was, contrary to habit, ex- 
tremely quiet. 

- Remembering that during the previ- 
~Ous summer the raven had swallowed a 
quantity of white paint, but had recov- 
- ered nicely, Dickens was not worried. 
But Grip did not grow better. Immedi- 
ately this was reported to him, the au- 

thor sent for a doctor. It was too late: 

Grip passed out. 

“You will be greatly shocked,” wrote 
Dickens to John Forster, later his biog- 
rapher, 

* artist, “and grieved to hear that the 
raven is no more. He ) today 
(March 12, 1841,) at a few minutes after 
noon.

, and, above all else, a love of 
_ justice and the courage to hold to his 
conscientious convictions, no matter 
what the temptation may be to depart 
from the path of principle. 

When all lawyers reach this stand- 
ard we shall have better: and surer ad- 
ministration of justice.

Limitation of newspaper reports of 
crimes and trials. 

_ Limitation of the power of judges. 
Increase of the power of judges. ~ 
Longer prison sentences. 

Shorter prison sentences and more 
paroles. 

Capital punishment. 

Abolishment. of capital punishment, 
because it “brutalizes the people.” 

There are certain other possible causes 
and cures quite as worthy of considera- 
tion, if not more so. One of them is 
based directly on the principle suggested 
by Josh Billings: “Human natur is the 
same in some folks as ‘tis in others, 'cept 
a little more so.” In other words, law- 
yers who have a living to make are only 
human. If there are too many lawyers, 
and particularly lawyers who must sub- 
stitute deceit and craft and cunning for 
what they lack in legal knowledge, the 
eourts will continue to be congested with 
suits that should never have been 
brought, with pleas that lack reason and 
justice, and with appeals that are based 

only on pretext and bare technicalities. 

Not all members of an overcrowded pro- 

fession can forever refuse the demands 
of clients who insist on winning, no mat- 
ter what methods may be necessary. 

So while “human nature” is what it is, 
the combination of lack of professiona) 
skill and lack of clients will uce law-

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ACK in the spring, before winter 
snows had melted, rangers in Ange- 
les and San Bernardino national forests 
began their annual war against fire. 
They began by organizing volunteer ar- 


mies at the various resorts, ranches and . 


cabin lands in their districts. Now, with 
the vacation season at hand, a force of 
hundreds of men can be rushed almost 


cloud rears its ugly head. 

It was the writer's privilege recently 
to accompany a government ranger on 
his rounds for a day. 

That experience revealed the modern 
oS man of parts. He must be 
a diplomat as well as a husky. He has 


to know how to ride a horse, drive an 


automobile, handle dynamite and men, 


throw a diamond hitch, build trails, rec- — 


ognize and destroy insect pests and pos- 
sess a smattering of civics, engineering 


- and law. . 


The ranger’s job was more pictur- 
esque when the forest was a wilderness. 


But the job is more important now and. 


the bronzed young fellows in stiff- 
brimmed hats are vested with the au- 
thority of territorial governors. 


“Last year seventeen out of eighteen 
fires in this district were man-caused,” 
said Edward D. Buell, whose bailiwick is 
a 160,000-acre area extending from the 
west fork of the Mojave River to Run- 
ning Springs, midway between Arrow- 
head Lake and Big Bear Lake. . “The 
year before, I worked in the Lassen Na- 
tional Forest in Northern California. 
There eighteen out of twenty-one fires 
were lightning-caused. That shows what 
a different problem we have in the 
southern woods, which are really a sub- 
urb of Los Angeles in the summer time.” 


Buell’s district is one of the most pop- 
ulous in the national forests anywhere 
in America. It contains the thickly set- 
tled Arrowhead section, a Los Angeles 
recreation camp, several public camp 
grounds, dozens of resorts and eight 
hundred cabins built on lots rented from 
the government. The summer-time pop- 
ulation ranges from five thousand to ten 
thousand. He has a staff of ten deputies 
in fire season, besides a trail-building 
gang. He is on duty, at Burnt Mill Can- 
yon station or in the field, twenty-four 


‘hours for seven days a week. 


“The danger time for fires,” Buell said, 
“is from eleven o’clock in the morning 
until three in the afternoon. We have 
a system of look-out towers and tele- 
phone lines so that a fire can be re- 
ported almost at once.”

“The minutes count,” explained the 
ranger. “If a fire is under control by 
dark, the night dew holds it to the 
ground so we can usually put it out.” 


The serious fires are the ones when 
the flames leap to the treetops. They 
are called “crown fires.” A burning snag 
on the tip of a high pine or fir can send 
sparks for a mile or eur causing a 
ceaseless series of “spot fires. 


Dynamite is used when fire reaches 
the tops. ‘Burning trees are felled. 
Backfires are lighted and the holocaust 
draws recruits from far and wide. It is 
then the ranger calls on his second line 
of defense—the passing tourist—or any 


“We have a fire truck and rolling com- 
missary in San Bernardino that accom- 
modates ‘one hundred and fifty men,” 
Buell said. “It carries grub, biankets 


and equipment for a force of that num- 
_ber, and it is sent out to all serious fires.”

It takes a wise general to care for his 
army after it is in the field. This is a 
part of the ranger’s preparatory cam- 
paign. He goes to stores and inns be- 
fore the fire season and learns how 
many men they can ration on short no- 
tice. He gets acquainted with commu- 
nity leaders and enlists their co-opera- 
tion. The forest is his battleground and 
his organization is almost exactly pat- 
terned after the military. |

and more than once attempted, but now 
has been happily accomplished under the 
direction of Mr. Wodehouse, the British 
Commissioner, with the co-operation of 
Captain Cator of HB.MS.
